Claims 9-1 1 and 1 5-1 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 9-11, 17 and 1 8 
is the inclusion therein of the limitation of "said seam of stitches formed along an inner 
surface of said cord cover" in combination with the other claim limitations. This 
limitation was neither disclosed nor taught by the cited prior art, alone or in combination. 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claim 15 is the 
inclusion therein of the limitation of "said seam of stitches formed along an inner surface 
of said cord cover" in combination with the other claim limitations. This limitation was 
neither disclosed nor taught by the cited prior art, alone or in combination. 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claim 16 is the 
inclusion therein of the limitation of "turning said cord cover inside-in by folding said first 
end of said cord cover around said second end of said deployment member and then 
pulling said cord cover over said outer surface of said deployment member toward said 
first end until said second end of said cord cover exits said second open end of said 
deployment member" in combination with the other claim limitations. This limitation was 
neither disclosed nor taught by the prior ad, 'alone or in combination.
